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PREFACE 

TIIE  demand  for  a  collection  of  shorter  German  poems, 
suitable  for  memorizing  in  secondary  schools,  has  been 
cheerfully  met  by  the  present  editor,  who  believes  that 
this  method  gives  a  most  direct  entrance  into  the  wealth, 
of  German  poetry,  even  in  the  case  of  very  young  students.  \ 
He  has  tried  to  follow  Goethe's  principle,  "One  cannot 
form  good  taste  from  mediocre  models,  but  only  from  the 
very  choicest."  In  this  spirit,  the  favorite  authors  rep- 
resented are  Goethe,  Uhland,  Heine,  and  Schiller. 

The  book  is  divided  into  four  parts,  graded  according 
to  difficulty,  with  natural  grouping  as  to  subject-matter 
within  these  divisions. 

There  has  been  a  constant  purpose  to  keep  the  poems 
free  from  all  needless  weight  of  erudition.  The  editor's 
larger  book  (German  Lyrics  and  Ballads:  D.  C.  Heath  & 
Co.,  Boston)  contains  more  materials  in  the  way  of  history 
and  interpretation. 

The  Deutsches  Liederbuch  of  the  same  firm  is  commended 
to  those  seeking  a  fuller  collection  of  musical  settings. 
The  editor  expresses  his  obligations  to  the  comprehensive 
Liederlexikon  of  A.  Hartel  (Reclam,  Leipzig),  to  Erk's 
Liederschatz  (C.  F.  Peters,  Leipzig),  and  to  Benda's  Buck 
der  Lieder  (Litolff,  Braunschweig).
